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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Reasons for Allowance 

1. The primary references Rapoport et. al. (U.S. 5,262,928)("Rapoport") and Fong (U.S. 
6,188,406 Bl) disclose as previously discussed. 

2. Regarding claims 1-4, neither these references nor the other documents of record disclose 
a PCS registering system whereby the system has selection and menu keys; and with a first 
operation, retrieving entries of sales item data for all sales items assigned to the selected menu 
key causing to display all retrieved of sales item data such that designated the sales item is 
distinguished fi'om entries of correction alternative sales items and during a second operation, 
selecting entries of sales data of the correction alternative sales items as the desired selection. 

3. For each independent claim, a combination of these and the other recited features was not 
reasonable found in the prior art. 

4. Regarding the claimed terms, the Examiner notes that a "general term must be understood 
in the context in which the inventor presents it." In re Glaug 283 F3d 1335, 1340, 62 USPQ2d 

1 151, 1 154 (Fed. Cir. 2002). In an effort to allow the case, the Examiner therefore interprets the 
claimed terms as found on pages 1-38 of the specification. Clearly abnost all the general terms in 
the claims may have multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is susceptible to various 

meanings, ... the inventor's lexicography must prevail " Id. Using these definitions for the 

claims, the claimed invention was not reasonably found in the prior art. 

5. Coleman et. al. (U.S. 5,602,730 A) discloses a standard restaurant ordering system with 
various menu choices while Hashimoto (U.S. 6,441,808) discloses layout settings for a menu 
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system. Finally, Kinebuchi et. al. (EP 0 749 080 A2) discloses a POS system with a series of 
menu and selection keys.
